Prosecution Nears End Of Watergate Cover-up Case 


WASHINGTON (AP) - After 64 
weeks of hearing 26 witnesses and 
more than 20 hours of White House 
tapes, 
the 
prosecution 
in 
the 
Watergate coverup trial is ready to 
rest its case. 
Four final prosecution witnesses, 
including former White House aide 
Egil “Bud” Krogh, are scheduled to 
testify today before the defense begins 
its case, probably on Monday. 
In White House tapes presented 
Thursday, former President Richard 


M. Nixon was heard at least five times 
expressing worry that former White 
House counsel John W. Dean III may 
have secretly carried a tape recorder 
under his armpit during a March 21, 
1973 meeting. Dean and Nixon talked 
at that meeting about paying money tb 
the original Watergate defendants. 
Concerned because Dean had begun 
cooperating with W atergate in­ 
vestigators in early April 1973, Nixon 
asked 
coverup 
defendant 
H R . 
Haldeman on the evening of April 25 if 


there was any way Dean “might have 
walked in there (to the White House 
Oval Office) with a recorder on him?” 
Haldeman dismisses the likelihood, 
but Nixon persists in examining the 
possibility because he was curious 
about what Dean may have told prose­ 
cutors about the March 21 discussion of 
$1 million in potential hush money 
requirements. 
Nixon presses Haldeman on how a 
tape recorder might be hidden and not 
be seen. 


“I’d think that it’s a little, ifs, ifs, 
even the smallest ones are bulky 
enough that you mean, with a fellow 
like Dean you’d sort of see that, 
wouldn’t you? Where do you carry 
them, in your hip pocket or your breast 
pocket?” 
Haldeman: “Oh, under your arm, 
you know, where they carry a pistol 
holster or something.” 
Nixon, who had earlier described a 
possible Dean tape recording as “a 


real bomb,” went on to speculate how 
Dean’s word would stand up against 
that of a president’s. 
Haldeman said if Dean had only his 
own records of the March 21 meeting to 
rely on, “there’s no check.” 
Nixon: “Oh well, on that we’ll 
destroy him (Dean).” 
On another of the four tapes heard by 
the jury Thursday, Nixon speculates, 
“I just wonder if the son-of-a-bitch had 
a recorder on him. I didn’t notice any 
but I wasn’t looking.” 


Haldeman guesses in that con­ 
versation again that Dean carried no 
secret recorder, if only because the 
former White House counsel had no 
reason to believe that Nixon would say, 
as he did, that money for the original 
seven Watergate defendants could 
easily be raised. 
“He had no thought that you were 
going to say anything like this,” said 
Haldeman, who had just listened to the 
March 21 tape and was giving Nixon an 
account of the meeting.

(AP) - This 
Saturday’s football game between the 
University of Michigan and Ohio State 
temporarily gripped the attention of 
legislators Thursday. 
Rep. James O’Neill Jr., D-Saginaw, 
speaker pro tem of the House, told 
fellow legislators from the podium: 
“We’ve had a phone call from the 
Ohio legislature. The Michigan state 
flag is flying over the House of 
Representatives in Ohio. They called 
because they needed someone to 
translate the Latin.” 
The Latin in the flag says “If y.ou 
seek a pleasant peninsula, look around 
you.” 
After O’Neill spoke, the House burst 
into laughter. 
The flag was reportedly removed 
from a staff at Columbus, Ohio, shortly 
after it was discovered flapping in the 
Buckeye breeze. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Pen­ 
tagon today announced a coast-to- 
coast reshuffling and reduction of 
military bases and headquarters that 
will eliminate about 11,600 civilian jobs 
and transfer 11,500 Army and Air 
Force personnel over the next 24 
years. 


The moves are aimed chiefly at 
shifting about $300 million a year from 
support functions to increased combat 
capability. The uniformed personnel 
will be switched to combat and com­ 
bat-related assignments. 


The 110 “base realignment actions,” 
as the Pentagon called them, will 
affect dozens of installations. 


But only two major bases were or­ 
dered closed — the Army’s Frankford 
Arsenal in Philadelphia and Ellington 
Air Force Base, Houston, Tex. 
One congressional source said about 
half of the civilian employes offered 
transfers could be expected to quit 
their defense jobs rather than relocate. 
Many Army, Air Force and Defense 
Supply Agency depots, laboratories 
and offices will lose manpower and 
womanpower, but some will gain. 
Net losses will range from about 
2,000 civilian jobs at the Frankford 
Arsenal to as few as a dozen in some 
small offices, officials said. 
Beside the Frankford Arsenal, the 
biggest losers will be Ellington, Pueblo 
Rocky Clears 
Senate Hurdle 


WASHINGTON ( AP) - The Senate 
Rules Committee voted unanimously 
today to recommend the approval of 
Nelson A. Rockefeller to be vice presi­ 
dent. 
The 9 to 0 vote sends the nomination 
to the Senate floor. The full senate is 
expected to vote after Congress 
returns from its brief Thanksgiving re­ 
cess. 
The Rules Committee decision came 
after eight weeks of investigation and 
hearings into the finances and public 
and private record of the former New 
York governor. 
The decision became unanimous 
when Sen. James B. Allen, D-Ala., 
joined the majority to vote 
for 
Rockefeller. 
Allen had said earlier he had not 
made up his mind how he would vote 
because 
he 
disapproved 
of 
Rockefeller’s “big government, tax 
and spend philosophy.” 
Allen said that from Rockefeller’s 
responses at the hearings he believes 
Rockefeller has moved philosophically 
toward the right in recent years. 
“While I disagree with much of Gov. 
Rockefeller’s philosophy, I realize that 
it would be impractical for me to ex­ 
pect a nominee with whose views I 
wholly agree,” Allen said. “Therefore, 
acting in what I consider to be the 
national interest, I have voted for Gov. 
Rockefeller’s confirmation as vice 
president.” 
Rockefeller’s nomination also ap­ 
pears certain to win a solid recom­ 
mendation from the House Judiciary 
Committee, despite some concern 
about his vast wealth.

Officials said civilian 
jobs will be reduced by a net of at least 
1,000 at each base. 
The Navy is unaffected in this first 
significant round of base reductions 
since April 1973. 


Advance word of the base cuts 
already 
has 
brought 
worried 
delegations to Washington. There 
always is opposition to base reduc­ 
tions, but concern appears sharper this 
time because of the nation’s economic 
troubles. 
To alleviate the problem, the Pen­ 
tagon pledged that “every effort will 
be made to assist displaced civilian 


employes in obtaining other ac­ 
ceptable employment” in the federal 
government or private industry. Many 
career employes will be eligible for up 
to a year of severance pay. 
In any event, many of the in­ 
stallations will not start to feel the 
effects until next summer and some of 
the actions will not be completed until 
mid-1977.

Cutbacks Of Ohio Air Bases 
'Appear Well Thought Out' 


WASHINGTON (AP)-Sen. Robert 
Taft Jr., R-Ohio, says changes planned 
at two Air Force bases in Ohio “appear 
to be well thought out to achieve 
greatest economy and improved 
management.” 
Shifts in personnel, equipment and 
facilities at Wright Patterson Air Force 
Base near Dayton and Rickenbacker 
Air Force Base near Columbus were 
disclosed by Taft Thursday. 
The moves are part of nationwide 
cutback and relocation plans the 
Defense Department was expected to 
announce today. 
Taft said a bombardment wing will 
be deactivated at Wright-Patterson to 
provide space for consolidation there 
of Air Force System Command 
laboratories and Flight Test and 
Aircraft Modification Resources. 
The action will result in a net 
reduction of 525 military personnel and 
an increase of 685 civilian manpower 
authorizations. 
“'Hiis should result in personnel and 


payroll increases rn the Dayton area as 
well as economies and efficiencies for 
the Air Force,” Taft said. 
Plans to shift tanker operations from 
regular to Air National Guard units at 
Rickenbacker, Taft said, is a move he 
has long supported. 
That move will result in a decrease 
of 495 active military personnel at 
Rickenbacker. 
At W right-Patterson, the 17th 
Bombardment Wing of the Strategic 
Air Command will be inactivated, with 
its B-52 and KC-135 aircraft trans­ 
ferred to other locations during the 
next year. 
Air Force Systems Command flight 
test aircraft at Elgin AFB in Florida 
and Edwards AFB in California will be 
consolidated with similar resources at 
Wright-Patterson. 
The Air Force Avionics laboratory, 
Air Force Materials laboratory, Air 
Force Flight Dynamics laboratory 
and Air 
Force 
Aero-Propulsion 
laboratory will be consolidated into a 


single 
organization 
at 
Wright- 
Patterson. 
Major activities and functions of the 
Rome Air Development Center at 
Griffis AFB in New York will be 
relocated at Wright-Patterson. 
The Defense Department says 
consolidation of like-type flight 
test operations and reorganization of 
the Air Force laboratories will result 
in significant savings through reduced 
overhead costs, according to Taft. 
At Rickenbacker, the 32nd Air 
Refueling Squadron will be inactivated 
next summer and its 15 KC-135s 
transferred to the Air National Guard. 
At the same time, the 160th Air Re­ 
fueling Group will convert from KC-97 
to KC-135 aircraft. 
Those actions, along with the 
inactivation of the SAC unit at Wright- 
Patterson, are in accordance with the 
Air Force’s plans to move the Air 
National Guard and Air Force Reserve 
toward increased responsiveness and 
combat readiness. 
Cold Winter For Some Ohioans 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )- Ohio 
homes heated with coal could be cold 
for Christmas. 
As the nationwide coal strike ap­ 
proaches its third week, coal supplies 
and stockpiles in the 
state are 
diminishing. 
A recent survey by the Columbus 
Dispatch of IOO retail coal dealers 
around the state indicated the coal 
home heating supply may be only 
enough for 28 days. 
Only about three per cent, or 110,900 
out of Ohio’s 3.5 million homes, use 
coal for heating or cooking, according 
to estimates from the Ohio Energy 
Emergency Commission. 
However, those homeowners, with 
their old-fashioned coalbuming fur­ 
naces and stoves, may regret, before 
the winter gets colder, never having 
switched to oil, natural gas or electric 
fuels. 
Smaller coal yards in the Columbus 
area have nearly exhausted their 
stockpiles. Residential customers with 
an inadequate supply of coal may have 
to find alternative sources or alternate 
fuels, if the coal strike continues. 
Ed Foster of Foster’s Coal Yard in 
Columbus has both good and bad news 
for his customers. 
The bad news, of course, is the 
shortage. “I can’t guarantee my 
customers anything,” he said. Foster 
said he had only 15 tons of lump coal 
and IO tons of stoker coal on hand. 
Foster’s Coal Yard, one of a half- 
dozen coal yards still doing business in 
Franklin County, normally has IOO to 
150 tons of coal on hand. 
However, Foster has some good 
news—an alternate fuel. “I’ve got 
plenty of cord wood,” he said. 
Prices for coal in Ohio coal yards 
now range from $6 a ton for those few 
customers with old long-term con­ 
tracts up to $80 a ton for Kentucky 
“cannel” 
coal used primarily in 
fireplaces. 
Most of the smaller yards in 
Franklin County are selling strip- 
mine, high-sulfur Ohio coal at $35 to $40 
a ton. 
The price paid by a coal purchaser is 
dependent upon the amount of

business, the contract and the quality 
of coal bought. 
The OEEC hopes to offer relief to 
residential and priority coal-users if 
the coal crunch gets bad. The com­ 
mission is preparing coal allocation 
and hardship assistance programs in 
order to assure distribution to homes, 
emergency services and institutions 
throughout the state. 
The Ohio Edison Co. had stockpiled a 
75-day coal supply in advance of the 
miners’ strike, and the supply could be 
stretched to IOO days through cutbacks 


in industrial power usage, according to 
a company spokesman in Akron. 
The plan to stretch the supply also is 
based on the assumption that the 
company will not be required to share 
its coal or power with areas it nor­ 
mally doesn’t serve, the spokesman 
said. 
Kelly Martin, spokesman for the 
United Mine Workers District 6, said 
“all is quiet” in the state as miners 
await word from Washington whether 
they will get to vote on the present 
proposed contract. 
Gilligan Admits 
Election Falsehood 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Gov. 
John Gilligan has admitted in a private 
memo to aides that he resorted to 
distortions “if not lying outright” when 
he told the public no additional taxes 
would be necessary in the next ad­ 
ministration. 
And he said the fact that nobody 
believed him was a contributing factor 
in his defeat by Republican former 
Gov. James A. Rhodes in the Nov. 5 
election. 
The disclosures were made in a 
memo obtained by the Dayton Journal 
H erald’s Columbus correspondent, 
Hugh McDiarmid, and published in a 
copyrighted story in the newspaper’s 
Friday morning editions. 
The six-page memo to nine top 
staffers and campaign aides was 
dictated by Gilligan on Nov. IO during 
his six-day post-election stay in 
Florida but was not distributed until 
after he returned to Ohio. 
Gilligan said the fact that he agreed 
to adopt a no-new-taxes stand was why 
he “wriggled and squirmed as the 
press roasted me with question after 
question 
on 
general 
revenues, 
educational revenues, gasoline taxes 
and so forth. 
“That is one reason that I became in 
many 
instances 
defensive 
and 
querulous and furious.” 
The outgoing governor started out 
the memo by saying, “First of all, it 
was MY FAULT.” He blames himself 
for falling into “the oldest of traps” for 
political candidates—resorting to 
expediency in order to win. 
“I wanted to win so badly that I 
persuaded myself that I could run this 
campaign in a defensive crouch and 
that in fact it would be far safer to do 
so than to run the risk of ‘losing my 
tem per’ or making 
some 
rash 


statement. So, in fact, I said nothing.” 
This posture, according to Gilligan, 
resulted in his being dishonest with the 
people. 
”... What I gave them was something 
considerably less than the truth, and I 
permitted myself to be persuaded that 
was the course of prudence, because I 
was afraid the people could not handle 
the truth, and if I presented them with 
it, I would lose, and I wanted very 
much to win,” Gilligan wrote. 
Gilligan 
acknowledged 
that: 
“Whatever also may be said, a quick 
glance at the election returns indicates 
one fact quite clearly—I was really 
beat to a pulp.” 
He notes the unusual election results 
that showed he ran behind most of the 
rest of the Democratic slate. 
“Thousands of people who voted for 
the Democrats running for high office 
declined to mark their ballots for me,” 
he wrote.

M ore Layoffs 
Affect Ohioans

The effects of a general production 
slowdown, triggered primarily by 
sales slumps in the automobile and 
major appliance industries, are rever­ 
berating across Ohio, with at least 
22.000 workers being hit with Christ­ 
mas season layoffs. 
Further dampening the state labor 
scene was the continuing strike by 
12.000 Ohio coal miners. The walkout is 
expected to last at least another two 
weeks. 
An Associated Press count shows 
22,802 workers in Ohio have been 
notified they will be laid off im­ 
mediately or by the end of the year. 
Two-thirds of the layoffs are in auto­ 
related industries. 
The giant Vega assembly plant and 
Fisher Body plant at Lordstown laid 
off 5,900 workers. The furloughed 
employes are expected to be called 
back to work the first week in De­ 
cember before the facilities shut down 
for the Christmas holidays Dec. 16. 
The Packard Electric Division of 
General Motors at Warren plans to let 
go 1,500 of its 13,200 employes by early 
next year. 
Chrysler furloughed almost 5,000 
factory workers at its plants in 
Dayton, Perrysburg, Twinsburg and 
Fostoria. 
Other layoffs include 1,104 city 
employes in Cleveland. Mayor Ralph 
Perk announced Thursday that the 
workers will be furloughed as a result 
of voter rejection cf a proposed hike in

Nothing crystalizes the fight that big 
business is in more than the govern­ 
ment’s antitrust action against 
American Telephone & Telegraph, a 
company that serves 80 per cent of 
Americans and which is financially 
more powerful than most nations of the 
earth. 
AT&T is the symbol. It is huge 
almost beyond comprehension. It 
employs more than one m illion 
workers. Its assets exceed $67 billion. 
It has raised its net income every year 
but one since 1947, earning $2.95 billion 
last year. 
Whether the attacks against big 
business today are based strictly in the 
legalities—in an effort, that is, to 
preserve the pre-eminence of law over 
individuals or corporations—w ill 
continue to be argued. 
Most of the attacks, from wherever 
they originate — consumer, ecologist.

take a legal form. But this doesn’t dis­ 
guise completely the likelihood that 
political motivation might lay at the 
base. 
To attack big business today seems 
to be good politics. A good portion of 
the public feels it hasn’t performed as 
effectively as it should in holding down 
prices or in serving the public. It is too 
noncompetitive, too burdened with its 
own bureaucracy, too self-serving, the 
critics says. 
While many companies consider 
themselves marvels of managerial 
and technological efficiency, the 
public often has a different attitude, 
viewing them as dinosaurs possessed 
of ravenous, ruinous appetites and 
selfish disdain. 
With prices rising throughout the 
world, many people wonder whatever 
became of the “ economies of volume” 
they had read about in Economics I. 
The utilities grow larger and so do 
their prices. The carmakers, giants of 
industry, raise their prices almost as 
often as sugar processors. 
The giants have difficulty explaining 
that if they must pay billions of dollars 
for

material prices they must pass some 
of the cost on to customers.

Speaking Of Your Health 


by Ititir I Coleman, M D 


At this time of the year, readers 
write me asking, “ Will there be a flu 
epidemic this winter? Will it be 
severe? What about immunization? 
Are there different types of vaccine? 
Who should get it? Are there certain 
climates where it is more important to 
be immunized?” 
Many other questions reveal the 
confusion that seems to surround this 
area. 
Many questions stem from un­ 
necessary fears that are introduced 
into the lives of the public by 
premature reports of impending 
epidemics. 
Physicians all over the United States 
and, in fact, all over the world, con­ 
stantly receive precise bulletins from 
the United States Public Health Ser­ 
vice, the World Health Organization 
(WHO), and from local Public Health 
bureaus about the possibility, the 
extent and the severity of influenza 
epidemics. 
In addition, bulletins are issued at 
regular intervals indicating new 
strains of the influenza virus, and how 
they are being incorporated into new 
vaccines. 
Epidemiology is a highly specialized 
science that can, with great accuracy, 
predict the distribution of small and 
large epidemics. Their scientific 
predictions are very exact and 


determine the type of effort that will be 
exerted to prevent the spread of this 
disease. 
The decision to take the new in­ 
fluenza vaccine is a personal one. No 
one can force immunization on 
anybody. There are some people who 
say, “ There is no use in my taking it 
this year because I developed a cold 
last year despite my immunization.” 
An ordinary cold is not an attack of 
influenza. Therefore immunization 
against influenza does not necessarily 
protect against the ordinary common 
cold. 
Who should be immunized with the 
combined vaccines of the old and the 
new strains of the influenza virus& The 
elderly, the infirm, and those with 
chronic debilitating illnesses should be 
immunized. 
Many middle-aged and even young 
people will benefit from immunization. 
The ultimate decision should, of 
course, be by the physician who knows 
each of his patients’ tendency to in­ 
fection, their need to be protected, and 
to some for the psychological comfort. 
In addition to immunization one can 
adopt a program of sufficient rest, 
proper nutrition, sensible exercise, 
and vitamin supplements to maintain 
a high threshold of resistance against 
the varied infections that come along 
in the winter.

Some are fantastic suggestions from 
children and others are seriously 
thought out proposals by business and 
professional people. 


“There is some junk,” said George 
V. Kriste, an Arco attorney who heads 
the team handling the mail. “ But the 
percentage who take it seriously is 
very high—70 per cent to 80 per cent or 
more. The ideas may be obsolete, or 
far-fetched, but most are serious.” 


Arco says it will publicize some 
ideas and pass others on to appropriate 
government agencies.

Not all of the ideas are new. Robert 
E . Spaulding, a retired architect of 


Mount Prospect, 111., sent in a drawing 
he did in 1930 when he was fresh out of 
college with no job. The drawing shows 
rail cars traveling high above city 
streets, suspended from guide ways at­ 
tached to building facades. 
One man suggested that commuters 
use single-seat, wedgeshaped cars that 
could be rolled onto railroad flatcars 
from alternate sides and carried 
downtown. 
A woman suggested that buses be 
built so the seats were quickly 
removable, turning the bus into a 
cargo delivery vehicle when rush hour 
was over. 
Some letter writers are mainly in­ 
terested in financing rapid transit. One 
suggestion was to use state lotteries to 
raise cash, while another was for the 
government to issue federal transit 
loans. 
A number of letters contained no 
suggestions at all. They were from 
government officials in California, 
Oregon, 
Arizona, New York and 
Washington, D.C., asking to see the 
ideas the public has come up with.

CHARLESTON, W.Va. (AP) - 
United Mine Workers President 
Arnold Miller said Thursday he thinks 
the union’s 120,000 bituminous coal 
miners will ratify a proposed contract 
if a few changes can be made during 
renewed negotiations with 
coal 
producers. 
“It’s the very best contract that’s 
ever been negotiated in the labor 
movement,’’ Miller said, although the 
39-member UMW Bargaining Council 
recommended it undergo “some minor 
adjustments’’ before being submitted 
to striking miners for ratification. 
The chief negotiator for the 
Bituminous Coal Operators 
As­ 
sociation, Guy Farmer, said the 
operators do not intend to reopen the 
talks, but Miller said he hasn’t been 
officially informed of that decision. 
While not rejecting the contract 
outright, the Bargaining Council’s 
decision to withhold it from member 
ratification still means the nationwide 
strike will probably continue into a 
fourth week. Miller said areas needing 
revision include vacations, jurisdic­ 
tion, work rules and a wage package.

Julian Bond 
M ay Enter 
7976 Race 


DAYTON, Ohio (AP)—Georgia state 
legislator Julian Bond says he is 
seriously considering seeking the 
Democratic presidential nomination in 
1976. 


The 34-year-old Bond, who will take 
a seat in the Georgia Senate in 
January, told newsmen Thursday at 
the University of Dayton: 
“Before I make an announcement I 
want to check both the financial 
aspects of a presidential campaign and 
how much support I can raise. 
“So, between now and next spring, I 
want to find the answers to those 
questions. If the answers are positive, 
then I guess I’ll run.’’ 
Bond said he- is not interested in 
running for the 
U.S. 
Senate or 
Congress. 
“If I can’t have the presidency, 
there’s nothing else for me. Ifs the 
White House or nothing,’’ Bond said. 
Bond has served eight years in the 
Georgia house and won election to the 
state senate this year. Bond was 
nominated for vice president in 1968 
but withdrew because of his age. 
Bond said President Ford had made 
some position changes for the ad­ 
ministration other than those held by- 
former President Richard M. Nixon. 
He cited as examples, a meeting with 
the Congressional black caucus soon 
after becoming president. 
“Ford spent so much time in the 
House, that he understands the need 
for meetings,’’ Bond said, evaluating 
Ford’s effectiveness. 
“ There could be a substantial 
change if he would act on some of the 
proposals offered him. 
I hope this next IOO days in office 
will be more effective,’’ Bond said.

believe a right to strike clause should 
be included, but he said it wasn’t 
needed. “I think there is considerable 
interest because of the way grievances 
were handled in the past,” Miller said, 
but added “we’ve got a streamlined 
grievance procedure” that negates the 
need for a right to strike clause. 
“I believe we can solve the problems 
without resorting to a right to strike. I 
don’t see there will be a real need,” 
Miller said. 
“I’d be delighted to work under this 
contract,” he added. “I like the fringe 
benefit areas. We’ve had so much 
catching up to do . . . in a short period 
of time up the road, our membership 
will have the best retirement program 
in the labor movement in this coun­ 
try.” 
But Miller, here for a news con­ 
ference, talked to some West Virginia 
miners who think the contract could be 
better. 
The UMW president said he was not 
trying to sell the present contract but 
wanted to put an end to rumors from 
“false prophets. That’s why I’m here,” 
he said. 
While negotiations continue, com­ 
panies which depend on the fossil fuel 
are reportedly running short of coal 
and threaten another series of employe 
layoffs. 
Government estimates say a four- 
week strike would mean about 400,000 
layoffs in coal-related occupations. 
With national coal production 
presently 75 per cent below normal, a 
Bureau of Mines report indicates 
electric utilities and steelmakers are 
running low on coal.

Questions 
Answered

(Q) My August VA compensation 
check for a 30 per cent peacetime 
service connected disability was for 
the same amount as my buddy’s for a 
30 per cent wartime disability. In the 
past his checks have always been 
larger. How come we received the 
same amount in August? 


(A) 
Congress 
equalized 
the 
peacetime and wartime rates effective 
with the checks mailed by VA in 
August. 


(Q) I am enrolled in a GI Bill 
correspondence course. VA says that if 
my entitlement runs out before I 
complete the course, the period of 
entitlement will be extended to the end 
of the course or for the additional 
amount of instruction that $616 will 
provide, whichever is less. How do 
they arrive at the $616 amount? 


(A) The monthly allowance rate of 
$220 is divided by 30 to determine the 
daily rate, which is then multiplied by 
84 days (12 weeks) and raised to the 
even dollar. 


(Q) I was awarded the Silver Star 
medal for action as an Army officer in 
Korea. Since retiring, I’ve learned that 
in some instances holders of that 
medal are entitled to an increase in 
retirement pay. Can I qualify for the 
increase? 


(A) No. The increase of IO per cent in 
retired pay goes only to those who 
retired in enlisted status after having 
been awarded certain decorations. 


(Q) After being discharged from 
service as a commissioned Army 
officer during a 1963 RIF, I re-entered 
the service as an enlisted man to 
complete my 20 years for retirement. 
Three-fourths of the readjustment pay 
I had received has to be paid back out 
of retirement pay when I retire. Will 
they take the whole amount before I 
receive any retired pay? Do I have to 
pay income tax on the forfeited 
amount? 


(A) You will receive no retirement 
checks until the entire amount due has 
been recovered. The amount not 
received is not considered income for 
tax purposes. 


(Q) My daughter Receives VA 
dependents’ educational assistance 
because of the service connected death 
of my husband. She plans to marry in 
January. Will that affect her monthly 
allowance payment? 
(A) Your daughters marriage will 
have no effect on her education 
benefits. A widow’s remarriage under 
the same program, however, would 
result in termination of benefits, 
unless the remarriage ended in death 
or divorce.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Gov. 
John J. Gilligan endorsed today a 
proposal that the Democratic State 
Executive Committee discuss possible

Ohio 
Con­ 
gressional districts when it meets 
Monday. 
The new Democratic majority in the 
Senate will be seated the first week of 
January while Gilligan is still in office 
which, coupled with Democratic con­ 
trol of the House, would enable the 
party to rush a reapportionment bill 
through the General Assembly. 
“I think it ought to be done,’’ 
Gilligan said in an interview. The 
governor said Republicans had suc­ 
ceeded in a similar effort in 1965 
following the Democratic landslide 
when Lyndon B. Johnson was elected 
president. 
As a result, Gilligan said, “We have 
the worst gerrymandered state in the 
union right now.” He emphasized that 
Democrats would have to work closely 
together to get the bill through in the 
week before Republican Gov.-elect 
James A. Rhodes takes office. If all 
goes smoothly, Gilligan said, “I think 
we can do it.” 
Republicans maintained their 15-8 
edge in Ohio Congressional districts on 
Nov. 5, despite broad Democratic 
gains in the General Assembly.

Monday night was very good to the 
Oakland Raiders. The Los Angeles 
Rams hope it’ll be good to them, too. 
But both teams will have to be good on 
Sunday. 
Ijist Sunday, the Raiders defeated 
San Diego 17-10 to clinch at least a tie 
for the American Conference’s West 
Division title, then locked it up outright 
when the runner-up Denver Broncos 
lost to visiting Kansas City on Monday 
night. 
Now ifs the Rams* chance. They can 
clinch a tie for the National Conference 
West title with a victory over the Min­ 
nesota Vikings. And if they get past 
that first big hurdle, they can lock it up 
if the runner-up New Orleans Saints 
lose to visiting Pittsburgh on Monday 
night. 
In Sunday’s other National Football 
league games, ifs St. Louis at the 
New York Giants, Philadelphia at 
Washington, Dallas at Houston, Miami 
at the New York Jets, Buffalo at 
Cleveland, New England at Baltimore, 
Cincinnati at Kansas City, San Diego 
at Green Bay, Chicago at Detroit, Den­ 
ver at Oakland and Atlanta at San 
Francisco. 
The Rams won’t be the only team on 
the I>os Angeles Memorial Coliseum 
turf with visions of titles dancing in 
their heads. The Vikings, too, can lock 
up a crown of their own, in the NFC’s 
Central Division, and they can do it 
Sunday — but they need a lot more 
help. It’ll take a Minnesota victory and 
losses by the Packers and Lions to sew 
it up. 
The Rams and Vikes own identical 8- 
3 records — just as they owned iden­ 
tical 6-0 records when they met in 1973. 
“ It’s going to be interesting, just like 
last year,” says Minnesota Coach 


Brant. 
Grant would no doubt like the out­ 
come to be the same as a year ago. The 
Vikings stayed unbeaten, edging Ix>s 
Angeles 10-9, and ran their perfect 
string to nine in a row before losing to 
Atlanta. 
“We haven’t played against James 
Harris before,” Grant said of the 
Rams’ quarterback. “But from what 
we’ve seen, he certainly has a strong 
arm .” 
The Vikes have one, too, of course, in 
Fran Tarkenton, the No. 5 passer in the 
NFC just behind Harris.

Tony Perez May 
Be On The Block 


CINCINNATI (AP) - Veteran first 
baseman Tony Perez, averaging more 
than IOO runs batted in for the last 
eight seasons, may be the trade bait to 
solve the Cincinnati Reds’ chronic 
problems at third base and on the 
pitching mound. 
Bob Howsam, Reds’ president and 
general 
manager, 
however, 
in 
characteristic fashion, is downplaying 
trade rumors as he prepares for 
baseball’s winter meetings next week 
at New Orleans. 
But Howsam admitted the Reds 
have received Perez’ word that he 
won’t stand in the way of any trades. 
As a 10-year veteran, Perez has the 
right to approve or refuse a trade in­ 
volving him. 
“I’ve said we don’t have any plans to 
trade Pete Rose this year and I cer­ 
tainly don’t see anything else in the 
making,’’ said Howsam. 
“But nobody’s untouchable. You 
have to take that approach because it 
might take half a franchise to get what 
you need.’’ 
The Reds finished second to the l^os 
Angeles Dodgers in the National 
league West in 1974, despite their 93 
victories. That would have been good 
enough to win any of the other three 
divisions in baseball. 
“We’re going to be very careful,” 


said Howsam. He is reluctant to trade 
away the heart of a club which has won 
three division titles in five years but 
has not won a World Series. 
However, Howsam said, “We’ve got 
to think of the future.” 


Perez has batted in an average ot 
more than IOO runs per season in the 
last eight years, but he will be 33 in 
May. His batting average dropped 
from .314 in 1973 to .265 in 1974, his 
lowest since 1967. 
The 6-foot-2 first baseman, who has a 
.288 career batting average, waived 
his 10-year trade approval clause 
during a meeting with Howsam shortly 
after the end of the season. 
Howsam revealed he discussed deals 
with a number of other teams but 
nothing came of the talks. 
“ We’re interested 
in a third 
baseman,” Howsam said, “but we also 
think we may have the talent in our 
own organization. We definitely want 
to improve defensively,” he said. 
“And, we’re looking for more con­ 
sistent pitching.” 
A poor defensive showing by Dan 
Driessen at third, a position once held 
by Perez, has prompted reports that 
Manager Sparky Anderson would like 
to move Driessen to first, his normal 
position.

RIO GRANDE, Ohio (AP)—A dozen 
little whirring rockets of fluff blasted 
off from the frozen underbrush and 
fanned out eyehigh in front of us. 
Two shots barked from Ken 
Tomlinson’s scattergun and a pair of 
birds fluttered earthward. 
The quarry was bobwhite quail, the 
location Gallia County and the 
weather, ugh! 
Freezing rain sheathed every twig, 
sprig and weed stem in solid ice. 
Walking was a major undertaking and 
a brisk wind gnawed at our ears. 
Tomlinson is state game protector in 
Gallia Countv. He and his boss. wildlife 
District Supervisor George Ledbetter 
of Athens, had invited two of us 
flatlanders to sample the prime quail 
shooting available in southern Ohio. 
Also hosting the trip was Bob Evans, 
the sausage king, on whose land we 
hunted. 
The terrain was typical quail 
habitat. Low, rolling hills separated 
small pastures, woodlots and grain 
fields. Most of the land is privately 
owned, so permission to hunt is 
required. 
Ohio’s 1974 quail season opened last 
Friday, Nov. 15, and runs through Jan. 
25, except for a brief closure during 
deer season. 
Since ringneck pheasant populations 
have gone into a tailspin, the bobwhite 
quail must rank as Ohio’s most 
plentiful and widely dispersed game 
bird. 
Its principal domain, however, is 
along the fringe of the state's 
unglaciated 
topography 
where 
flatlands rise into the hills in south, 
south central and southwest Ohio. 
Quail populations are down as much 
as 25 per cent in some areas, wildlife 
officials report. But, because the fist­ 
sized birds were so plentiful before the 
decline, the outlook for the season is 
good. 
Jim Keener, assistant Ohio game 
management supervisor in Columbus, 
suggested these counties as top 
prospects — Brown, Adams, Clermont, 
Warren, Morgan, Muskingum, Gallia 
and portions of Jackson and lawrence. 
Quail may be hunted on public land,

although Brademus has said 
in a statement it would open 
Nixon’s tapes and papers to 
“ examination by scholars, 
journalists and the public.” 
The congressman, asked 
later by phone if this means 
broadcast journalists could 
record the tapes for airing on 
radio and TV, said no one 
even had posed that question 
of him until now. 
“ The bill provides that 
regulations (on access to the 
tapes and papers) be made by 
the 
General 
Services 
Administration, subject to 
congressional veto,” he said. 
“ In my view, it wouldn’t be 
wise to try to spell out every 
regulation in the bill. But I 
think its language is broad 
enough to allow the CSA to 
propose regulations that 
would permit the broad­ 
casting of the tapes.” 
Brademus, who said the 
measure would be considered 
next week by the full House 
Administration 
Committee, 
said he would have no ob­ 
jections to allowing the 
broadcast of the Watergate 
tapes. 
And, he said, “ I don’t think 
most 
members 
of 
the 
Congress would have any 
objection to the broadcasting 
of these particular tapes.”

Kroger Co. 
Freezes Prices 


COLUMBUS - The Kroger Co’s 
Columbus Marketing Area announced 
today that it would freeze retail prices 
on more than 500 items for the 
rem ainder of this year through 
February I, 1975, in an experimental 
attempt to limit inflation and stablize 
spiraling food costs. 
Harold P. Templeton, vice president 
of the Columbus Division, said this new 
marketing effort would affect the 
Kroger stores in the Circleville area. 
“ This anti-inflationary pricing 
policy is the direct result of our buying 
and 
warehousing 
large 
enough 
quantities of those particular 500 
items,” Templeton said. “We have 
large enough inventories of those 
items for the next 70 days so we can 
promise not to raise these prices 
before February I, 1975.” 
The items with prices frozen include 
selections 
from 
six 
grocery 
categories: dairy, baking, pantry, 
frozen foods, household needs, and 
health and beauty aids. 
Templeton said that, even though 
ceilings have been placed on over 500 
items, the division marketing plan 
would continue to feature other items 
and offer coupons as in the past. 
“This new 70-day program is a direct 
response to consumer anxiety over 
rising food cost. What it does is make it 
possible for us to guarantee to shop­ 
pers that prices will not rise on more 
than 500 items. We will do our best to 
keep all of our prices down, of course, 
so many other prices will stay down, 
too,” Templeton said. 
“Blue shelf markers saying “Kroger 
Price Freeze,” will inform the 
customer which items are included in 
the 500 selected for price freezing,” 
Templeton said

Special recognition for their ability 
as com growers has been given to 
Frank and Orville Gifford by the 
Producers of Funk’s G-Hybrids.
